Inspection  of  the  District  and  the  Council's  refuse  collection 
service. 


The  Registrar  General's  estimate  of  the 
population,  6,710,  is  an  increase  of  300  persons  over  the 
previous  year.  The  number  of  births  95s  also  is  7 more  than 
in  1956,  but  in  spite  of  this  increase  the  Birth  Rate  15 <>9 
is  still  lower  than  in  the  County  and  country  as  a whole. 

Eighty  nine  people  died  during  the  year,  two 
more  than  in  1956,  niahing  the  Death  Ra.te  15.5  which  is  somew'hat 
higher  than  the  national  rate  11.5- 

The  lower  birth  rate  and  higher  death  rate  are 
due  in  part  to  the  relatively  high  proportion  of  elderly  people 
living  in  the  District, 

For  two  consecutive  years  no  baby  under  one 
year  of  age  has  died  so  that  the  infantile  mortality  again  is 
nil  c 


The  wave  of  Asian  Influenza  reached  the 
District  in  the  autumn  and  although  it  was  a mild  form  of 
influenza  it  did  cause  widespread  illness  particularly  among 
older  schoolchildren,

Numerous  enq-airies  were  received  during  the  year  concerning 
rents  and  repairs.  In  most  cases  the  tenants  appeared  bo  come  bo 
agreement  with  their  landlords.  Only  two  applications  for 
certificates  of  disrepair  were  received,  one  certificate  being 
is  sue  d . 
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REHOUSING 


The  only  scheme  completed  during  the  year  ?«/as  the  East  End 
Road  scherB  , comprising  the  redevelopment  of  a derelict  site 
by  the  erection  of  10  flats.  This  brought  the  number  of 
Council  properties  to  300,  and  marked  a halt  in  the  post-war 
housing  drive,  necessitated  by  an  ad-verse  change  in  the  financial 
basis  of  rehousing,  i.e.  considerable  increase  in  interest 
charges  coupled  with  a marked  decrease  in  subsidies. 

By  the  end  of  the  year  an  examination  of  the  housing  list 
showed  that  the  majority  of  **hirdship  cases'’  had  been  dealt 
with.  The  rehousing  of  a number  of  families  was  effected  by 
the  re^illocation  of  vacated  premises.  Such  vacations  appeared 
to  be  on  the  increase,  as  suitable  houses  became  more  readily 
available  for  purchase  in  the  area.

DRAINAGE  and  Sg'iiTERAGE 

No  major  fault  in  the  sewerage  system  occurred  d-uring  the 
year,  although  a number  of  small  repair  works  had  to  be  put 
in  hand . 

To  keep  pace  with  estate  development  one  length  of  6"  sewer 
had  to  be  replaced  by  a new  12”  concrete  pipe  sewer.  The  works, 
involving  about  250  yards  of  sewer  with  manholes,  were  carried 
out  under  contract. 


VERMINOUS  PREMISES 

No  bed  bug  infestations  were  notified  during  the  year.  There 
were  hov-\/ever  one  or  two  cases  of  flea  infestation  and  these 
were  treated  with  D.D.T,  bvsed  insecticides. 
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■REFUSE  COLLECTIOH  and  DISPOSAL 


The  new  collection  arrangements,  instituted  the  previous 
year,  continued  to  function  satisfactorily,  keeping  pace  with 
the  sharp  increase  in  the  m.rniber  of  houses.  A weekly 
collection  was  maintained  throughout  the  year  with  the  exception 
only  of  brief  periods  around  the  Bank  Holidays. 

Disposal  vms  by  controlled  tipping  and  for  part  of  the 
year  the  method  was  used  to  reclaim  an  area  of  low-lying  land 
at  the  edge  of  the  Counci I’s  recreation  ground.  Hired  plant 
was  again  used  to  ensure  economic  disposa.1,  in  accord  with  the 
Ministry's  recommendations  for  this  method  of  disposal. 

Infestation  by  rats  was  negligible  and  the  usual  hei^t  of 
summer  cricket  infestation  was  quickl^^  and  effectively  dealt 
with  by  the  libera.1  use  of  insecticidal  powder.
